Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1968.  I am  happy  to  report  that  the 
health  of  the  district  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  births  is  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  shows  a slight  decrease  to  13.9  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  14.3  in  1967.  There  was  a slight  decrease 
in  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  was  22.0  per  1,000  live  births  compared 
with  23.0  per  1,000  live  births  during  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  1968 
in  England  and  Wales  was  18.0. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  9 deaths  resulting  from  accidents  recorded  during  the 
year,  4 of  which  were  as  a result  of  road  traffic  accidents. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  detailed  in  the  body  of 
the  report.  As  in  previous  years  much  work  has  been  concentrated  on 
Smoke  Control,  and  it  is  regretted  that  the  programme  cannot  be  acceler- 
ated to  ensure  that  all  areas  of  the  district  become  smoke  controlled  in  the 
early  future. 

In  March  1968  Mr.  Colin  Cooper  retired  from  the  post  of  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr.  Cyril  Johnson  was  appointed  in  his  place. 
Mr.  Cooper  had  been  a member  of  the  Huyton  Health  Department  for  33 
years  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  since  1946. 

I would  like  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  which  he 
has  given  both  to  myself  and  this  Department  over  a very  long  period. 

Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 

The  year  under  review  has  been  a very  busy  one,  with  demands 
continuing  at  a high  level  in  all  services.  Details  concerning  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  various  Departments  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  expand,  particularly  in  its  work 
with  the  old  and  infirm,  and  the  Chiropody  Service  has  had  a busy  year. 

There  has  been  much  activity  in  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the 
handicapped. 

Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  the  various  infectious  diseases 
continues,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  as  many  children  as 
possible  are  protected. 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  work  that  has  been  under- 
taken during  the  year  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

I should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  receive  at  all  times 
from  Dr.  S.  C.  Gawne,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  his  staff 
at  Preston. 

In  conclusion,  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement,  and  to  the  officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  at  all  times.

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  time  and  location  of  the  Child 
Health  Centres  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  and  also  at  the  Com- 
munity Centres  at  St.  Johffis.,  Merton  Crescent,  Mosscroft  and  Willoughby 
Road. 

The  Health  Visitors  give  advice  on  general  infant  welfare.  Recently 
State  Registered  Nurses  have  been  authorised  to  give  injections  of  pro- 
phylactic vaccine  which  has  allowed  the  Medical  Officer  more  time  for 
physical  and  developmental  examination.  Infants  with  defects  are  closely 
observed  and  guidance  given  to  the  parents  about  their  ultimate  training  or 
education.  Co-operation  with  the  Hospital  and  Family  Doctor  continues. 

National  Welfare  Foods  (Dried  Milk,,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver 
Oil)  are  provided  at  the  Clinics.,  also  proprietary  foods  are  sold  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  8/)7Q  items  of  Welfare  Foods  were  distributed  as 
compared  with  8„693  in  1967.  The  table  below  gives  a summary  of  the 
attendances  during  the  year.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  continue  as  in  previous  years  and  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and 
Twig  Lane.  A Consultant  Obstetrician,  the  District  Midwifery  Sisters  and 
certain  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance.  Expectant  mothers  are  en- 
couraged to  attend  and  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Midwife  who  will 
attend  them  during  their  confinement.  Dental  treatment  is  arranged  when 
necessary  and  protection  against  Polio  if  desired.  They  are  also  invited  to 
relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  where  the  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors 
in  charge  have  received  special  training  and  give  an  agreed  syllabus  of 
talks  and  demonstrations  lasting  several  weeks,  covering  all  aspects  of 
pregnancy,  the  confinement,  and  early  infant  care.

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Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Mr.  L.  A.  Jones,  L.D.S.,  Area  Dental  Officer,  Divisional  Executive 
No.  16  has  kindly  given  me  the  following  report. 

As  in  previous  years  dental  treatment  was  available  at  the  Clinics  for 
both  maternity  and  child  welfare  patients  and  for  school  children  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  and 
Education  Acts. 

The  case  load  per  Dental  Officer  of  6,812  was  higher  than  that  of  the 
previous  year  6,392  but  was  again  better  than  the  average  for  the  County 
as  a whole  6,913.  Once  again  there  was  mutual  assistance  between  the 
County  and  the  Delegated  District  with  regard  to  sessions.  A reduction 
in  the  available  number  of  part-time  sessions  resulted  in  the  number  of 
weekly  sessions  by  Dental  Officers  at  the  Derby  Road  Clinic  being  reduced 
to  18  two  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  one  evening  session  included. 
Illness  within  the  dental  staff  during  the  year  retarded  progress  to  some 
extent  and  caused  some  loss  of  output,  however.  Routine  Dental  Inspec- 
tion was  maintained  with  a total  5,388  compared  with  5,269  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  2,513  were  found  to  require  treatment  compared  with  2,280. 
The  defective  percentage  was  46  compared  with  43  in  1967. 

The  interval  between  school  inspections  was  again  rather  longer  than 
desirable  but  compared  favourably  with  the  County  average.  In  addition, 
however,  the  inspections  at  school  were  supplemented  by  a re-inspection  in 
the  clinic  after  an  interval  of  six  months  in  cases  where  children  had 
accepted  a full  course  of  treatment.  Further  treatment  was  then  carried 
out  if  necessary.  The  early  detection  of  dental  decay  is  of  vital  importance 
and  dental  inspection  is  available  at  the  clinic  by  request  and  is  en- 
couraged. 

A consultant  anaesthetist  attended  an  average  of  one  session  per  week 
during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Orthodontic  Clinic  at  Twig  Lane  provided 
a service  for  Huyton  and  the  surrounding  County  areas  and  was  especially 
convenient  for  Huyton  children  requiring  treatment  for  dental  irregularity. 
A Specialist  Orthodontist  attended  this  clinic  for  an  average  of  sessions 
per  week.  In  addition  minor  orthodontic  cases  were  undertaken  by  the 
Dental  Officers  at  Derby  Road,  Huyton. 

Dental  Health  Education  continues  to  be  of  paramount  importance 
and  the  dental  services  are  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  of  the  clinic's 
medical  staff  and  health  visitors  in  this  respect.  Continuous  and  varied 
displays  of  posters  in  the  clinic  were  supplemented  by  talks  to  parents 
and  children  at  every  available  opportunity. 

In  furtherance  of  this  objective  a Dental  Health  Exhibition  is  ex- 
pected to  take  place  in  1969.

Day  Nurseries 

The  three  Day  Nurseries  in  Huyton  provide  a total  of  130  places  for 
children  between  9 months  and  5 years.  They  are  open  from  7.15  a.m.  to 
6 p.m.  A standard  charge  of  11/-  per  day  is  made  for  the  first  child  and 
5/-  per  day  for  each  additional  child.  These  charges  may,  however,  be 
reduced  on  consideration  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  applicant. 

In  all  instances  priority  of  admission  is  given  to  social  cases.  These 
are  the  children  of  unmarried  mothers,  widows,  widowers,  and  children 
whose  parents  are  separated,  divorced,  or  who  have  deserted  them. 
Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  children  in  cases  of  illness  or  confine- 
ment. All  cases  are  reviewed  by  the  Health  Visitor  before  admission. 
Suitable  handicapped  children  may  also  be  admitted.  This  has  proved 
beneficial  both  to  the  children,  who  are  thus  able  to  mix  with  others  of 
similar  age,  and  to  the  parents,  who  are  enabled  to  have  a much  needed 
rest  from  looking  after  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  103  social  cases  on  the  register 
compared  with  128  last  year.  This  was  79  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
available  places. 

Princess  Drive  and  Park  View  Day  Nurseries  are  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Education  for  the  training  of  students  for  the  National  Nursery 
Examination  Board. 

During  the  year  building  commenced  at  the  new  Day  Nursery  in 
Salerno  Drive.  It  is  hoped  to  be  completed  during  1969.  This  will  replace 
the  one  at  present  in  Park  View.

Midwifery  Service 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 Midwifery  Sisters  employed  in 
Huyton,,  3 of  whom  where  living  in  houses  or  flats  owned  by  the  Council. 
So  that  they  can  all  be  fully  mobile,,  they  are  encouraged  to  purchase  cars 
through  the  County  Scheme. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,205  live  births  and  17  still-births. 
This  compares  with  1,216  live  births  and  19  still-births  last  year. 

The  confinement  took  place  at  home  in  233  cases.  The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Midwives  in  1968  was  11,150  compared  with  11,276 
in  1967. 

To  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds  patients  continue  to  be  dis- 
charged before  the  tenth  day  of  confinement.  The  Health  Departrment 
tries  to  ensure  that  such  early  discharges  are  only  made  when  the  home 
conditions  are  suitable  and  advises  the  Maternity  Hospital  accordingly. 
The  Midwife  visits  as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  hospital.  The 
number  of  early  discharges  during  the  year  was  768.  This  is  164  more 
than  last  year. 

The  assistance  of  the  County  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  her  Deputy 
has  been  much  appreciated.

Congenital  Abnormalities 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  supply  the  Registrar  General  with  details  of  infants  in  whom 
congenital  defects  are  observed  at  birth.  This  information  has  been 
requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  assist  him  in  research  into  the 
incidence  of  abnormalities  throughout  the  country.  In  Huyton  28  infants 
out  of  a total  of  1219  live  and  still  births  were  noted  to  have  an  abnormality. 
This  is  a rate  of  22.9  per  1,000  total  births. 


Phenylketonuria 

Routine  testing  of  babies  urine  is  carried  out  at  10  to  14  days  and  4 
to  6 weeks.  In  1968  the  number  of  babies  so  tested  were  949  and  1,001 
respectively. 


Ascertainment  of  Deafness 

The  Health  Visitors  continue  with  their  Routine  screening  of  babies, 
particularly  those  born  at  risk.  Doubtful  cases  are  seen  by  the  Medical 
Officer  who  refers  them  to  hearing  assessment  units. 


Health  Visiting 

The  establishment  for  the  Health  Visiting  service  includes  Health 
Visitors,  trainee  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses.  The  establishment 
in  Huyton  is  19  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  employed  was 
17  which  figure  included  14  Health  Visitors  (1  part-time)  and  3 School 
Nurses  (1  part-time). 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitors  now  embrace  the  care  of  the  whole 
family,  infants,  school  children,  handicapped  persons  and  the  aged.  They 
are  also  responsible  for  the  after  care  of  Tuberculous  patients  and  their 
families. 
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Health  Visitors  devote  approximately  one-half  of  their  time  to  the 
School  Health  Services.  There  is  a continuity  of  supervision  which  is 
maintained  throughout  all  stages  of  the  child's  development. 

The  visiting  of  the  aged  in  the  community  is  becoming  an  increasingly 
important  part  of  the  Health  Visitor's  work.  During  the  year  2470  visits 
were  made  to  persons  of  65  or  over. 

Liaison  with  the  General  Practitioners  and  appropriate  Welfare 
Organisations  was  maintained.  Help  to  problem  families,  co-operation 
with  the  children's  department  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.  continues.

Home  Nursing  Service 

Six  District  Nursing  Sisters,  four  District  Nurses  and  one  Nursing 
Auxiliary  were  employed  in  carrying  out  Home  Nursing  in  Huyton 
in  1968,  In  most  cases  their  services  are  called  for  by  the  General  Practi- 
tioners with  whom  they  work  in  close  co-operation.  A large  proportion 
of  the  Nurses'  time  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  the 
diseases  associated  with  advancing  age,  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that 
these  patients  may  require  longer  periods  of  nursing  than  those  suffering 
from  acute  illnesses.  Nursing  equipment  and  Incontinence  Pads  are 
supplied  without  charge  as  and  when  required. 

The  Nurses  made  a total  of  30,505  visits  during  the  year,  compared 
vith  28,101  in  1967.

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After  Care 

The  Health  Visitors  continue  with  their  attempts  to  prevent  illness 
and  accidents  by  personally  advising  on  immunisation  and  child  care  in 
the  home  and  at  school.  They  also  lecture  in  the  Clinics,,  schools  and  to 
various  organisations.  Pamphlets  are  distributed,  posters  displayed  and 
Health  films  shown  or  used. 

All  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Home  Help  staff  are  constantly  reminded 
of  the  part  they  can  play  in  preventing  accidents.  The  department  con- 
tinues to  warn  school  children  of  the  dangers  of  fireworks  and  also  of 
smoking. 


Liaison  with  Hospitals 

There  is  very  close  liaison  with  both  Whiston  and  Broadgreen  Hos- 
pitals. This  has  proved  very  valuable  in  that  the  appropriate  Services  e.g. 
District  Nurse  or  Home  Help  may  be  provided  with  the  minimum  of 
delay  when  a patient  is  to  be  discharged  from  hospital.  These  Services 
often  enable  a patient  to  be  discharged  earlier  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  possible. 


Convalescent  Treatment 

Convalescent  treatment  may  be  recommended  by  General  Practitioners 
or  by  hospitals. 

For  adults  a charge  is  made,  according  to  a recognised  scale.  Under 
the  School  Health  Service  there  is  no  charge  made  for  children  of  school 
age.  Transport  may  be  provided  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer.

Health  Visitors  co-operate  with  the  staff  of  the  Chest  Clinic  in  the 

after  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients.  They  also  follow-up  contacts  and  give 
advice  on  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  prevention  of  infection. 

The  Chest  Physician  can  recommend  extra  nourishment  and  cash 
grants  to  be  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security. 

Nursing  equipment,  beds  and  bedding  are  provided  if  necessary. 
When  necessary  the  Home  Help  Service  provide  suitable  domestic  assis- 
tance, whose  own  health  is  closely  supervised. 

Thirty-nine  cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  milk  and  Horlicks 
during  the  year.

Chiropody  Service 

Chiropody  sessions  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics 
and  provide  free  treatment  for  senior  citizens,  handicapped  persons  and 
expectant  mothers.  If  patients  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinics,  they  are 
treated  at  home.  Demands  on  this  service  continue  to  increase. 

Four  part-time  chiropodists  were  employed  in  Huyton  in  1968. 

A total  of  4,428  treatments  were  given  as  against  4,401  last  year,  and 
the  number  of  patients  treated  rose  from  946  to  966. 

The  number  of  patients  requiring  domiciliary  treatment  also  increased, 
and  1,500  home  treatments  were  given  compared  with  1,335  in  1967.

Home  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  in  many  cases  the  help  given 
enables  old  people  to  maintain  their  independance,  sick  people  to  be  dis- 
charged earlier  from  hospital  and  children  to  be  kept  at  home  when  fos- 
tering would  be  the  only  alternative.  Liaison  with  the  District  Nurses, 
Health  Visitors  and  Voluntary  Organisations  continues. 

At  the  end  of  1968  the  number  of  Home  Helps  had  increased  to  125 
from  116  at  the  end  of  1967.  The  total  number  of  cases  who  received  help 
during  the  year  rose  from  530  in  1967  to  695  in  1968.  4 cases  had  service 
at  night  and  14  in  the  evening. 

The  Organiser  and  her  Deputy  review  cases  regularly.  The  standard 
charge  for  the  service  is  5/-  an  hour  but  applicants  pay  according  to  their 
means.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Mental  Illness 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  patients  may  be 
admitted  to  a Psychiatric  Hospital,  or  indeed  to  any  other  hospital,  without 
legal  formalities  being  employed.  The  Act  also  provides  for  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  where  necessary  upon  medical  recommendation. 

The  Mental  Health  staff  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  psych- 
iatric hospitals  and  clinics  in  the  district. 

An  increasing  number  of  patients  are  admitted  to  hospital  on  an 
informal  basis,  who  do  not  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  present 
a comprehensive  review  of  mental  illness  in  the  community.

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Training  Centres 

The  Huyton  Gate  Training  Centre  serves  both  Huyton  and  Division 
No.  9 of  the  County. 

There  were  123  patients  from  Huyton  attending  at  the  end  of  the  year ; 
61  in  the  Junior  Department  and  62  in  the  senior. 

In  the  Junior  section,,  which  takes  children  up  to  16  years,,  the  em- 
phasis is  mainly  on  social  training.  The  children  have  lessons  in  painting, 
model  making  and  dancing.  They  are  taught  to  do  simple  household  tasks, 
and  older  members  do  handicraft,  e.g.  making  rugs,  mats  and  papier 
mache  goods. 

In  the  Senior  Section,  training  is  given  in  light  engineering,  wood- 
work and  painting,  etc.  Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  regard  to 
industrial  contract  work,  and  the  trainees  are  paid  an  incentive  bonus. 

The  Social  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  which  started  in  1963 
is  well  established  and  very  popular  with  the  members.  It  is  registered  as 
a Youth  Club,  and  this  helps  with  the  provision  of  staff  and  equipment. 
Some  60  members  (from  the  age  of  16  upwards)  attend  the  weekly  sessions. 
The  various  activities  include  billiards,  table  tennis  and  other  games. 

Many  voluntary  organisations  and  private  individuals  help  in  the 
running  of  this  Club.  Without  their  assistance  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
could  continue  and  I wish  to  thank  them  all  for  their  generosity.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

At  the  end  of  1968  there  were  124  registered  blind  persons  and  32 
partially-sighted  persons  in  the  area  and  a total  of  882  home  visits  were 
made  by  the  Home  Teacher. 

Newly  registered  blind  were  issued  with  wireless  sets  and  many  older 
sets  were  replaced.  Talking  book  machines  and  bus  passes  were  issued 
when  appropriate. 

Activities  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  there  were  outings  to 
Rhyl  and  Pickmere  Lake.  The  assisted  holiday  in  Blackpool  was  enjoyed 
by  17  blind  people  and  their  guides.  The  Christmas  party  which  was 
attended  by  Mrs.  Connaughton,  Chairman  of  the  Council  was  a great 
success  and  brought  seventy  of  the  people  together  for  a social  evening. 
The  Tuesday  social  and  Thursday  handicraft  class  continue  to  be  very 
popular  and  articles  which  had  been  made  were  on  show  at  the  October 
exhibition  organised  by  the  Council  of  Social  Services. 

During  the  School  summer  holidays  the  blind  and  partially-sighted 
children  were  taken  weekly  by  special  bus  to  Dovecot  baths  where  they 
spent  a happy  two  hours,  and  I wish  to  thank  the  voluntary  workers  who 
so  kindly  helped. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  HANDICAPPED 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  311  persons  registered  as  handi- 
capped and  544  home  visits  were  made.  By  comparison  there  were  280 
persons  registered  and  587  visits  made  in  1967. 

Adaptations  were  carried  out  in  17  cases  at  a total  cost  of  £788.  Three 
of  these  were  in  connection  with  supplying  a Ministry  of  Health  vehicle. 
Last  year  there  were  12  such  cases,  of  which  six  were  in  respect  of  Ministry 
vehicles. 

The  special  coach  provided  by  Lancashire  County  Council  tor  use  m 
Division  9 and  Huyton  has  continued  to  provide  a useful  service,  thereby 
enabling  the  severely  disabled  to  participate  in  communal  activities. 

The  Huyton  Disabled  Persons  Club  has  an  increasing  membership 
and  several  outings  were  arranged  during  the  year. 

The  shopping  expedition  arranged  at  Christmas  last  year  with  Liver- 
pool Corporation  and  Health  Division  9 was  repeated  with  increased 

success. 

A Carol  Service  was  again  held  in  Liverpool  Cathedral  and  this  year  a 
member  of  the  Disabled  Persons'  Club  read  one  of  the  lessons. 

The  annual  holiday  was  held  at  Prestatyn  Holiday  Camp,  Wales  and 
five  disabled  persons  from  Huyton  attended,  together  with  a number 
from  Division  9. 

The  close  liaison  with  the  local  hospitals  continues,  and  many  of  our 
patients  are  under  Hospital  Supervision.  Home  adaptations  and  the  pro- 
vision of  aids  are  provided  where  necessary,  and  I wish  to  thank  Mr. 
Chappelle,  the  Huyton  Architect,  and  his  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
help  during  the  year  in  carrying  out  this  specialised  work. 

I would  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Voluntary  Organisations 
who  have  again  given  their  generous  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  as  follows 

( a ) Direct  to  dwelling  houses  18,946  dwelling  houses. 

(b)  By  means  of  stand  pipe  None. 

The  Huyton  Council  has  expressed  their  support  for  the  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  served  by  disposal  works  employing 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  sludge  digesting  plant.  The 
DWF  of  2.5  million  galls,  per  day  is  now  slightly  overloaded.  The  Minister 
has  given  loan  sanction  for  further  extension  scheme  costing  approx. 
£300,000,  to  cater  for  future  DWF  3.76  million  galls,  per  day. 

During  the  year  152  drains  were  inspected  for  defects  or  cleared  of 
stoppages  by  the  Department.

A rather  large  amount  of  food  has  had  to  be  condemned  during  the 
year.  This  is  because  there  are  two  large  wholesale  food  warehouses 
dealing  with  bulk  shipments  and  also  due  to  refridgerating  plant  failures. 
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Complaints  of  Unsound  Food 

During  the  year  there  were  49  complaints  of  unsound  food.  These 
were  all  investigated  and  the  manufacturer  or  suppliers  contacted. 

In  one  case  the  vendor  of  a bottle  of  milk  containing  a foreign  body 
was  prosecuted^  and  found  guilty  and  a fine  imposed. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 — Food  Samples 

During  the  year  165  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken,  and 
submitted  for  analysis,  102  were  milk  samples,  and  63  other  foods.  All 
were  reported  as  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  4 samples. 

The  vendors  of  the  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  sent  a letter  of 
warning  on  the  instructions  of  the  County  Analyst.
